From  what  me 
writer  can  gather  iu  the  way  of  infuriiiatkoi 
the  committee  eeeui  to  be  in  a  fog  as  to  what 
is  beet  to  be  doue,  and  apparently  are  un¬ 
able  to  determine  what  bid#  uf  throw  ont  ai 
being  exoeaaive  aud  what  to  keep  before 
them  for  consideration.  If  the  parties  hav¬ 
ing -the  matter  iu  charge  are  not.  aafflcMfetly 
familiar  with  electrical  matters  to  know  the 
difference  between  chaff  and  wheat  it  wbuld 
be  advisable  to  call  for  the  advice  o(  au 
expert  in  these  matters,  the  same  i|  Is  tone 
iu  other  brancht  s  of  engineering  and  thuu 
icipat  matter*.  In  an  acceptance  0/  a  Sou- 
tract  and  a  granting  of  a  frauclme,  the 
righu  of  a  private  consumer  should  uo*  be 
overlooked  and  should  be  protected  t<4  the 
fullest  extent,  for  where  a  franchiA  is* 
granted  for  municipal  work  aud  io  tbe 
frauchiM  is  embraced  the  right  to  supply 
private  consumers,  it  is  poevble  thaf,  the 
company  seeking  the  franchise  will  bi<£  low 
on  street  lighting  and  aim  to  gel  frouk  the 
private  consumer  any  deficiency  that  may 
accrue  (herefrom  It  ia  also  barely  possible 
that  while  our  committee  ay*  mak  mg  up 
their  minds  what  is  beat  to  be  dond  that 
some  other  illuminaliug  medium  will  0e  dis¬ 
covered  that  will  cast  electricity  in  the  <bade. 
This  matter  hue  been  in  question  s a  ’long 
that  it  is  high  time  to  do  something  or 
abandon  tbe  plan  altogether.  Bringing

Who  i*  Responsible  P 

To  The  Editor  of  The  Record  : 

To  the  uninitiated  mind  of  the  g-riter 
it  seems  as  though  the  oootractoift  who 
constructed  the  sewers  that  wef>  put 
down  this  past  summer  betwe^b  the 
[tark  and  the  canal  did  nut  comply  w(th 
their  agreement  regarding  the  repairing 
of  streets  through  which  said  fewer* 
were  laid.  It  is  customary  ia-  most 
towns  to  particularly  specify  ito  the 
agreement  entered  into  betwefb  the 
township  and  contractor*  that  where 
the  contractors  dig  up  the  matadam 
roads  that  they  shall  repair  then*  upon 
completion  of  their  work  amV  leave 
them  in  as  good  shape  and  condition  as 
they  were  before  the  work  was  pegun. 
It  is  quite  possible  that  a|  this  lafe  date 
all  the  streets  that  have  been  «trn  up 
have  been  accepted  and  paid  for  as  be¬ 
ing  so  repaired,  but  such  is  not  the  case 
in  Liberty  Street,  Belleville  attd  Oak¬ 
land  Avenues.  One  of  these  streets  in 
particular  has  holes  in  the  cetotre  or 
depressions  which  hold  the  water  and 
which  should  have  been  refilled^hy  the 
contractors  with  fine  broken  sto4e  such 
as  was  taken  out  in  ex^cavatiof).  The 
present  condition  of  Spruce  Street  from 
Liberty  Street  to  the  Green wo4d  Lake 
Railroad  is  one  to  be  pointed  oft  with 
pride  to  visiting  wheelmen,  t  bo  Fre¬ 
mont  Street,  Monroe  and  Austin  Places. 
It  may  be  said  that  the  weather  ’has  not 
permitted  such  repairs  and  if  t  at  ia  ao 
provision  has  probably  been 
the  contract  to  cover  tbe  poinD  of  four 
or  five  winter  months'  intervention.  .  In 
most  sections  before  honse-co* hectioi 
for  gas.  water  or  sewerage  *te  com¬ 
menced,  the  party  doing  the^work  is 
required  to  file  a  bond  that  ail  streets 
broken  into  will  be  returned  ‘to  their 
original  condition.  Thefe  is  nlfcuse  for 
this  township  to  expend  larffe  sums 
yearly  for  the  construction  tot  hard 
roods  that  are  to  be  torn  up  at  wviil,  al¬ 
lowing  any  plumber  or  gas  maA  to  break 
ia  and  leave  the  roads  m  any  tbape  he 
sees  flt  when  he  gets  through.  *tt  should 
be  the  duty  of  those  in  chatfe  of  the 
roads  and  house  connections  tAsee  that 
these  matters  are  attended  to.  ^

Parks  in  Bloomfield. 

From  The  Newark  Advertiser. 

A  JslegntioQ  of  citlMut  of  Bloomfield 
called  upon  the  Park  Commissioners  Moo- 
day  ufteruoou,  to  lay  before  them  a  plan  of 
park*  for  Bloomfield,  and  to  advocate  the 
making  of  tbe  plau  a  part  of  the  proposed 
park  system. 

The  delegation  consisted  of  tbe  Township 
Committee,  Thomas  Oakes,  Francis  Law. 
Amsi  Dodd,  Harry  L.  Osborne.  H.  E.  Rich¬ 
ards,  E.  A.  Bmitb,  Halsey  M.  Barrett,  Dr. 
C.  H.  Bailey,  James  H  Moor*  and  Theo¬ 
dore  H .  W  ard.  Mr.  8tout  was  chairman  of 
the  Committee,  and,  aa  snoh,  opened  the 


Aa  the  matter  had  been  referred  for 
elaboration  to  a  sub-committee,  of  which 
Benjamin  Haskell  was  chairman,  Mr.  8tout 
introduced  Mr.  Haskell,  as  better  qualified 
to  speak  upou  the  plana  Tbe  latter  laid 
maps  before  the  Committee  which  provided 
for  a  supplement  in  Bloomfield  to  tbe  sys¬ 
tem  proposed  by  East  Orange.  They  showed 
two  parks ;  one  of  about  fifty-five  acres,  at 
the  Wnterssing  Lake,  aud  another,  of  622 
acres,  above  tbe  inclined  plane,  and  be¬ 
tween  Upper  Broad  street  and  tbe  canal. 

Tbe  former  plot,  tbe  eommittee  believed, 
would  be  transferred  free  of  ooet  by  the 
township  to  the  Park  Commission,  as  would 
a  material  part  of  the  latter  and  larger 
piece.  Between  these  (wo  a  park-way  was 
proposed,  which  could  be  continued  beyond 
the  larger  park  through  Montclair  to  the 
mountain  notch,  whenoe  it  could  bear  to 
the  south  and  reach  the  mountain  park. 

It  was  contended  by  tbe  spokesmen. 
Thomas  Oakes,  Dr.  Richards  and  Dr.  Chas. 
Bailey,  that  this  much  was  due  to  Bloom 
field,  especially  ss  the  plan  proposed  would 
be  entirely  harmonious  with  that  of  the 
Park  Commission.
